EXPLAINS SOME 
OF HIS RULINGS. 


Judge Carnes In Frankfort 
to See Governor. 


James J. Hill, president of the Great 
Northern Railroad Company, has writ¬ 
ten a lerter to Gov. Johnson, of Min¬ 
nesota, In which he denis exhaustively 
with the various phases of the railroad 
problem. Mr. Hill sets out at length 
what. In his opinion. Is responsible for 
^the existing situation and what should 
be done to remedy It. The Western 
country has grown so fast that the 
railroads have been unable to keep 
pace with It, Mr. Hill says, and he 
believes the building of additional 
trackage Is the best solution of the 
problem. 

Judge William Carnes, who presided 
at the trial of James Hargis at Jackson 
nnd who had been cited to appear be¬ 
fore the Court of Appeals, was In 
Frankfort yesterday conferring with 
Gov. Beckham. He charged Floyd 
Byrd with playing to the galleries and 
•aid several of the motions, which he 
overruled, were not made In good faith. 
He also explained several of his rul¬ 
ings. Ho will be given a hearing before 
the higher court to-day. but hoe not 
employed an attorney. 


The President yesterday sent to the 
Senate a special message on the 
Brownsville affair, in which he calls 
the discharged soldiers '•midnight as¬ 
sassins*' and reaffirms his authority to 
discharge them from the army. He 
•Iso transmits Secretary Taft's report 
containing the evidence taken at the 
Investigation. 

The flood situation along the Ohio 
hns again reached a serious stage, es¬ 
pecially along the western section of 
Kentucky, where the river Is above the 
danger line, with a further rise expect¬ 
ed.

Judge Comes, the case must go over 
to that time, when Judge Riddle will 
call it. and he.

A thorough Investigation of the ex- 
plonlon will bo made by the State Mine 
Inspector to-morrow. For several 
hours It was Impossible to enter the 
mine on account of the heat.

NEW INDIANA LINE 

NEARING COMPLETION. 


Seymour, Ind., Jan. 14.—[Special.]— 
The rains which have been general 
throughout this section for the past two 
or three weeks have Interfered ma¬ 
terially with the grading work on the 
Louisville and Indianapolis traction 
line. The reports about the damage to 
the grading, however, seem to have 
been greatly exaggerated. The laying 
of the track hns been practically com¬ 
pleted from Scot tabu rg to Sellersburg. 
from which point this company will use 
the Louisville and Southern Indiana 
Traction Company's tracks on Into 
Louisville, and the construction tralnr 
are being run over this part of the 
road. The two companies, which start¬ 
ed out from Scottsburg and Sellersburg 
to lay track, came together about a 
week ago.

DEFENSE TAKES WITNESSES. 


Katie Bryant came to her death by 
suspension of tho functions of mother¬ 
hood. She did not dlo from natural 
causes. This much can be said positive¬ 
ly of the decision of the expert sur¬ 
geons and physicians employed by the 
Board of Public Safety to determine 
how the young woman happened to 
die while at the office of Dr. Sarah 
Murphy Sunday morning, January 6. 
Their report was submitted to the 
board and Col. Sebastian Gunther, 
Chief of Police, yesterday noon and 
will be offered In evidence at the pre¬ 
liminary hearing of Dr. Murphy’s case 
In Police Court to-morrow morning. 
It covers six pngen of l&nghand manu¬ 
script and describes minutely the con¬ 
ditions found by the experts. The 
statements In the finding of the experts 
carry with them, it Is said, the Implica¬ 
tion that the complications which re¬ 
sulted In her death were the effect of 
human intervention. 

Strengthened In their original opinion 
by the finding of the experts, the au¬ 
thorities have enlarged the scope of 
their activities to Include a traveling 
man who. It is said by the detectives, 
to be the man who made arrangements 
for her reception at Dr. Murphy's office. 
Robert J. Hagan. City Prosecutor, upon 
whose advice Dr. Murphy was arrested, 
expressed the greatest confidence la*t 
evening that sufficient evidence Is at 
hand to procure tho conviction of Dr. 
Murphy and to warrant the arrest of 
this traveling man as an accessory on 
tho charge of murder Owing to tho 
movements of the man It la probable 
that extradition will be necessary and 
all preparations are being made with 
this end in view.

Think* He Can Convict Dr. Murphy. 


"As there has been no official an¬ 
nouncement of the contents of the re¬ 
port of the expert physicians w ho 
the last post mortem." said Mr. Hagan 
last evening. "I cannot discuss it at 
any length and indeed my own know¬ 
ledge of It is very meager 1 will say. 
however, that I believe we will not hav© 
much difficulty In procuring the con¬ 
viction of Dr. Murphy. We will also 
capture the man who Is responsible for 
this miserable affair. 

Detective Martin Donahue, who has 
been collecting evidence relative to thla 
man's alleged connection with the mat¬ 
ter, returned yesterday from Buffalo, 
whero Katie Bryant was born and 
reared, and where he found much val¬ 
uable matter. Mr. Dcn&hue sold that 
people In the little town all seem of 
the opinion that he knew of the girl'* 
condition. 

"The man visited Miss Bryant Fri¬ 
day evening, December 28," said De¬ 
tective Donahue last evening, "and re¬ 
mained at her home until about 11 
o'clock. He returned next morning and 
we have learned that he told the girl 
then that he did not lrrteud to marry 
her. IleT father found her in tears 
over the matter immediately after the 
man left the house. The young man 
was to take an early train for Louis- 
vile, nevertheless he returned to the 
Bryant home within a few minute*, an j 
after h* went away the second time 

the girl seemed In much better spirits. 

"Upon leaving the Bryant home, the 

visitor started walking toward flodgen- 
vllle, five mile* away. Instead of taking 
the rig he had ordered from the livery 
barn. He was overtaken by the driver, 
and reached Hodgenvllle In time to 
catch the train for Loulsvlll*-. He re 
malned in Louisville until the following 
Tuesduy morning, when ho left for Cin¬ 
cinnati. O. A Buffalo man met him on 
the train and rode as far as Cincinnati 
with him.

Analyzing Spots On Skirt. 

In his determination to neglect no 
feature of the case tbit can have the 
slightest effect upon the completeness 
of the evidence. Col. Gunther yester¬ 
day asked for a chemical analysis of 
the spots and discolorations found on 
Miss Bryant's clothing. Coroner Harris 
Kelly has said that he found no blood 
on the underskirt or other ckrthlng 
when he began the autopsy held soon 
after the girl's death, but that there 
were stain* that were probably Iron 
rust. The analysis to determine the 
true character of these spots Is being 
made by Dr. M. K. Allen. City Health 
Officer, and Dr. Vernon Robins. City 
('hem 1st. The examination was begun 
yesterday afternoon and will be finished 
some time to-day. Dr Allen stiid that 
the work had not progressed sufficient¬ 
ly to permit the making of a statement 
as to what the final analysis might 
show. The result will be submitted to 
Chief Gunther in a sealed rvport. 

The Police Department is being con¬ 
gratulated upon the work they have 
done In the case. When Capt. Walker. 
Chief of the Detective Department, an¬ 
nounced last week in teh middle of the 
caso that it had been dropped. Chief 
Gunther reported to the Board of Pub¬ 
lic Safety.

CORONER KELLY TALKS. 

Still Says He Will Stand By HI a Ver¬ 
dict—Promises Some Surprises.

I snld It was possi¬ 
ble that there might have been, but 
that the autopsies held under my su¬ 
pervise »n did not disclose evidence of 
eny such condition." 

"What have you to'say," Dr. Kelly 
was asked, "as to the criticism thAt 
you failed to exhnust al! the means of 
Investigation at your disposal to deter¬ 
mine. In the very first Instance whether 
the your woman had died as the result 
of criminal practice?"

NO VIOLENCE ATTEMPTED. 


Prostonburg. Ky.. Jan. 14.—[Special.] 
—More than a thousand men paraded 
the streets of Prostonburg to-day, car¬ 
rying banners, "Down With the Vir¬ 
ginia Grantors." After on argument by 
attorney's. which lasted from 10 till 2 
o'clock this afternoon. Judge Harris 
dismissed the petition of the "Grant- 
era" and refused to list their property 
for taxation. 

No demonstrations of violence were 
made and Col. Hendricks, the attorney 
for the "Grantors." was treated with 
every respect. What came as a sur¬ 
prise to them was a mess ago from F 
A. Hopkins, at Washington, saying that 
he would not be here an dhad severed 
his connection with the case. Mr. Hop¬ 
kins says he had been assurod by the 
"Granters" that no attempt* would be 
made to gain possession of the homes 
of the natives, and since that promise 
has not been made good, he refuses 
to prosecute the case agaJnst his home 
people. 

Many persons are at a loss to know 
who hi back of the matter.

REAFFIRMS HIS AUTHORITY. 


WMhintfton. D. C.. Jsn. l«.-[Spec!«Ll 
—President Roosevelt to-day sent to 
Congress a special message regarding 
the Brownsville incident, which gives 
the additional evidence collected by As¬ 
sistant Attorney General Purdy and 
M’aj. Blorksom. who were sent to Texaa 
by the President to investigate tha 
affair. The President submitted with 
his message various exhibits. 

Secretary Taft's report, giving tha 
sworn testimony of witnesses, is trans¬ 
mitted with tha me****©. The testi¬ 
mony of fourteen eye-witnesses Is giv¬ 
en and the President declares that tha 
evidence is conclusive that the weapons 
were Springfield rifles now used by 
United States troops. Including the ne¬ 
gro troops who were in the garrison at 
Brown svllle. 

Mr. Lodge expressed a desire that the 
mesrage and evidence be printed in tha 
Record. Mr. Foraker. saying he waa 
not going to make a speech, but "a few 
remarks," observed that the testimony 
amounted to & great deal, "for tha 
President tells us it Is conclusive. But 
K doe* not remove the objection I have 
had from the beginning of this proceed* 
ing. 

"That is the reason I shall not desist 
notwithstanding what the President has 
said ns to tha character of It, from 
pressing for an investigation of tha 
subject where especially the man who 
are charged with the crimes of murder, 
perjury and conspiracy can be heard, 
to the end that If they can establish 
any facts in their favor they may have 
an opportunity to do so." 

Later Mr. Foraker went to tho dark's 
desk, unwrapped the package and took 
from a box for a thorough inspection 
the bullets and shells the President had 
sent.

Tbe Message, 


The President's message follows: 

To the Senate: 

In my message to the Senate treating 
of the dismissal, without honor, of cer¬ 
tain named members of the three compa¬ 
nies of the Twenty-fifth Infantry. I gare 
tho reports of the officers upon which 
the dismissal waa based. These tv-port* 
were made in accordance with the custom 
In such cases; fur it would, of course, be 
Impossible to preserve discipline in the 
army «xve by pursuing precisely the 
course that In thla cose was pursued.

tion wo* raised as to the sufficiency of 
evidence, I deemed It wise to send MaJ.

1 herewith 
submit Secretary Taft's report and the 
testimony taken under oath of the va¬ 
rious witnesses examined In the course of 
the Investigation. 1 also submit various 
exhibit*. Including map* of Brownsville 
and Fort Brown, photograph* of various 
buildings, a letter from Judge Park* to 
his wife, together with a bandoleer, thir¬ 
ty-three c*mprty shells, seven ball cart¬ 
ridges and four clipa picked up In the 
streets of Brownsville within a few hours 
after the Shooting; three steel-jacketed 
bullet* and some scraps of the casings of 
other bu|l«-t* picked out of the house* Into 
which they had been fired.

The letter of ths Secretary of Wnr to 
the President transmuting additional tss- 
ttmony In ths Brownsville ca*©, Is ns 
follows: 

War Department, Washington. Jan. li- 
—My Dear Mr. President: On tho 224 Ua> 
of December. 1900. you directed ms to 
send Mnj Uluokaon to Brownsville and 
neighboring places to pxocurs sworn tse¬ 
ll many. reduced to writing and slriwd by 
tho witnesses, with reference to tn© per¬ 
sons who were the perpetrators of the 
outrage committed at Brownsville un the 
night of the ISth of August and ordered 
tho assistant to ths Attorney General. 
Mr. Purdy, to accompany M«J Bloekson 
to assist him In the examination by ex* 
*.mining ths witnesses Accordingly 1 
wrote the following letters to Inspector 
General Garllngton and Mr. Purdy; 

December 22. 1SM».-Sir. Acting upon 
tbs official reports of MaJ Blockwm. 
Lieut. Col. Levering and yourself, nil of 
tho Inspector General’s department, the 
President made an order discharging 
without honor about 170 men of Com¬ 
panies B. C and D of the Twenty-fifth 
Infantry. The reasons for hla dv/.ng so 
a ix> set forth In hla message' to Congress 
on ths subject. The President deemed 
the re|M)rt of the Ina|«ecting officers to bi? 
entirely sufficient upon which to base the 
executive actlqn which was taken. The 
reports of ths Inspecting officers were 
made In the usual form in such report# 
and do n«*t set out at length the evidence 
upon which they based their conclusions 
Tho marter has now become a subject of 
a resolution in Congress nnd for consider¬ 
ation In tho House of Representatives by 
reason of ths introduction of a Mil In¬ 
tended to regulate tbs status of 
the men now discharged with reference 
to-enll»tm©«t. A number of the men who 
were dim harted have applied far leave 
to re-enl!»t. The accuracy of the con¬ 
clusions reported by M.ij Bloekson has 
been questioned because of an absence of 
tho evidence In full upon which he made 
h!» report as to who committed the crime 
charged. All these mutters require the 
setting out of tho evidence in greaty de¬ 
tail than Is contained in MaJ. Ltiyck- 
son's report.

Beached Conclusion.

The President wishes to say that MaJ. 
Bloekscm docs not so a* a prom outing of- 
fleer tn the trial of an Indictment, but 
only as an examiner, to elicit the truth 
and to put the evidence In respect tr» Hu- 
matter In convenient and permanent 
form.

Review of Evident*. 


In order to understand th© testimony. It 
should be said that the Fort Brown res¬ 
ervation lies to the south of the city of 
Brownsville, and Immediately adjoins It. 
The Rfo Gnandc rivet runs by the city on 
tho west, and then circles around tbe 
reservation. In the mind* of the wit- 
ncjwes, therefore, the river kies to the 
west of the city, while the reservation lies 
to Its south. In order to prevent private 
building clos© up to the reservation line, 
the garrison wall is constructed thirty 
fe«*t within the reservation line, leaving a 
narrow road of about thirty feet In width 
between the garrison wall and the houe«ut 
that front the garrison road on the city 
ride. The reservation line 1* not paralbl 
to the east nnd west streets of Ihe city, 
nor !e h at right angles to the north *nd 
south streets, but at the points of Im¬ 
portance In this controversy It runs In a 
gcm rnl direction east and w« at. 

The streets and places here Involved 
were, flrst, the three her racks of D 
Company, B Company and C Company. 
They stood about fifty feet tn*lde ih#- gar¬ 
rison wolL Between D and B companb-s 
was a rosd leading to the garrison gate, 
which led immediately Into Elizabeth 
street, running north from the garrjeon 
through the town. The t> Company hay¬ 
rack* was on the w«st »td« of this; B 
Company’s barracks was on the east 
•Id©, and next beyond was the C Company 
latmtcks. and beyond that a barracks not 
occupied. Tbe barracks were two stories 
snd had porches above and helnw. Tht 
passageway h©tw.en B and C behind the 
garrison wall was just opposite the mouth 
of an alley In the notth side of the gnrrl- 
ron rood. This wn* the alley upo*i whp h 
most of ths shooting was don© 

On the garrison road, immediately onpn. 
alto B Company barracks, was a house 
containing the Western Union telegraph 
station, known a* the Ramlnll Tjotr*-* N©xt 
to that was th© house occupied by Ji-a© 
Martines. Immediately on the corner ..f 
the alley. 

Next beyond wns the Yturrln place th©

On the south¬ 
east cv»rher of th© alley and Fourteenth 
street Is the ornsa house, which was stio. 
Into. Across Fourteenth street ami on 
the northwest corner of the alle.y iu»i 
Fourteenth street was the rear of the 
Leahy Hotel, which was shot Into. Pro¬ 
ceeding up the alley Iwl.lnd Fourteenth 
street, on the southwest cofnor of tbe 
alley and Thirteenth street is the M ller 
Hotel, which was riddled with bull©;*— 
the Miller Hotel extending wwt from the 
alley to Its front on Rllxaboth street. 
Crossing Thirteenth street, preceding up 
tho alley and passing by houses on the 
norlh side of that street, which were shot 
Into, no:ably the King block, we reach on 
ths alley the rear of tbs Ruby saloon, 
owned by Tillman A Co., called sometlmos 
tlu» Ruby saloon and sometimes tbe Till¬ 
man saloon.

Riddled With Bullets. 


Ooing back to Thirteenth street and the 
alley the ©v©ms of the night also csrry us 
cast on Thirteenth street half a block or 
13i/ foot to Washington, and then on 
Washington toward* Twelfth to 11 house 
standing on tho east side of Washington 
street and occupied by Mr. Stark. This 
house was riddled with bullets. Proceeding 
up Washington strost to Twelfth, anl 
west on Twelfth, brings us again to the 
alley along which, a* alreadA stated, most 
of tli© AiuHitlng wu-‘ don©. A volley wa* 
fired at th© corner of Twelfth and ths al¬ 
ley west toward tho river. With this geo¬ 
graphic explanation, which It Is n*«c©*- 
g*ry to keep in mind In order to follow the 
evidence clearly, ere come now to the 
events of th© night. . 

Tho shooting occurred about midnight. 

Jomj Martinez was a drug cierk who 
lived in a hou*o fronting on th© norlh 
side of the garrison road. He was sluing 
Inside his front door with th© d»»or open, 
reading, when h© heard from four to mi 
shots. 

Ho went to th© door to see what was 
th© troubl© and hoard some one say. 
"Hurry up and Jump." and ho saw negro 
soldiers, first in a group of five, and then 
some twenty or more Jumping th© garrt- 
foo wkll. They wero Aft eon paces from 
him. If© then put out his light, ck-ecd 
<lu» dour and luld down on the floor- to 
avoid Injury Fifteen or twenty shot* 
laid b©©n flr©d When he closed the door. 
He heurd their vokN*# and some seemed 
to lx: irHnff toward Elisabeth street west, 
while others moved t*<word the alley to 
the wist. H© heard shooting in the alley 
buck of his bmioi? snd looked out ms 
bock window and saw men In the ullcjr 
bock ot his house-—some ten or fifteen. 
H© sold they wi*r© s-ddlerx, because he 
saw them from the window; he saw them 
shooting from thrdr Mps. 

Th© wltnves McDonald, an elderly man, 
carpenter and builder by trade, living half 
a block from the gsrrlwm wall on Adams 
street, to ths east of Washington, was 
awakened by the firing, cam© down to the 
garnron road and walked west firward 
Washington street. Saw shot* flred from 
tbe imild© of ths garrison, on© from th© 
goilrry ot one ot the barrack* and ons 
from th© grouqd. H© then saw twenty Or 
mors men assemble in front of the gar¬ 
rison wall, on the garrison road, near the 
garrison gate, under the light of that 
gat© nearly opposite Elizabeth street. Ho 
saw them divide Into two squads, ono go¬ 
ing west toward Elizabeth street and 
tiie gat© and tho telegraph station, and 
ths other squad going euat to ths alley 
around Martin©*’* hour»c H«* lost sight 
of tli© ono going toward th© gat© and the 
t©l«gr*ph station and retreated from the 
squad advancing up toward th© alley He 
then hoard a lot or shooting up tli© alley 
toward th© Cowan snd the Miller houses 
He recognized them as United States col¬ 
ored soldiers. There were two lights on 
either eld© of the idllsrs of the gate op¬ 
posite the foot of Elizabeth street.

Were Negro Soldiers 


and Fourteenth *tr©«4 was ths hack of 
th© Leahy HotrJ. There were tlvrce r «»mg 
In an L that looked out onto ThirU**nth 
Mrit-i toward tho Cowan Huuar. On- 
room mu* on the cosher of the nBey and 
w.»© occupied by Herbert Elkins T.e 
next room wu« occupied by Jung- Park*. 
The third room w.i* empty, Iran which 
Mrs Leahy, the pr*»prl©ir»-*© of the hotcA. 
went when ©be In^wd tli© firing. Judge 
Pnrka is d<vtd and ths ortfy ©vidme© fivm 
him Is a k-tter which ho wrote t> h4J» 
wife the day after the shouting, that is, 
August 16. 

Mrs. l^cahy testified that she h<*rd tho 
flrhtg ftom th© gtrrlson and that from 
hor wdndow ih> was ahle to kxik acn/ss 
the hlo.'k to th© g.urlson and saw ? e 
upp* r barruck* of B Cof&poxijr. arw! fr<im 
tls*rc saw th© flashes of sluns llrtd fr m 
tboit porch. A photograph shows the vl©w 
whl h she would have had of the»© bar¬ 
rack**. Tbeso three witnesses w©*© all 
aroused and up wh«*n the men approached 
th© r.>wmn How©, uml tliey dr*ecrfbf with 
much minuteness th© proceedings th© 
mni who did the shooting. In ths first 
place, they, with others who sow thorn 
at other placna. describe the movements 
of tli© men who did th© shooting as be¬ 
ing under ord©r nnd having th© mn- h 
of soldiers—that Is, in flies—with a l«*»)er 
who gave the word of command. Th*-©* 
tlirce wttnewws say that wtth the tw\> 
lights, one on th© corn-r of Fourteenth 
nnd Elisabeth streets, and the oth*r on 
the corner of Washington and Four;©©n:h 
street*, each 150 feet away from the nitejr, 
together with the flaxlie* of tb© guns 
which appeared with tlie volley* thett 
wore fired, they were able with-.ut (lie 
sllglrtest doubt <0 rrcognise the men w’ o 
did th© shooting as negro soldier© In 
khaki uniform. After firing from thr alley 
at tli© Cowan House they came out Into 
the middle of the street, and th© witness s 
described In detail how on© man g>t 
Into a manhole and directed the rest to 
march around It. and the number of bu‘- 
letx that were flred In the middle «>f the 
street, sum© of th© toil lets striking th« 
rear of th© Leahy Hotel. Part o: the 
rquad started toward HUzitfierh «kreet. 
but were etUl«>d back by their leud* r nnd 
disappeared up the aMey. The descr.'bd 
the pum^ng of the guns and th© exirae- 


ro<>m* In the front of ths house, in which 
there was a light and In which rooms 
four or five children of Mr and Mrs. 
Ftarck wero sleeping. These bullets went 
through the mosquito bars of the bods tn 
which the? children were sleeping and one 
w»nt through the house and struck a

On a White Horse. 


G. W. Rendu 11. who with hi* wife oc¬ 
cupied a room In the second story of the 
telegraph station, whs awakened by two 
shot*. He looked out of the window to¬ 
ward the garrison wall and s-vw fr-.m fif¬ 
teen to twomy men moving amuiwl 1/©- 
tween the barracks snd the wall They 
were m*gr:» soldiers nnd were sliown 10 
be such In th© light of the tamps of the 
garrison gute. He oouWJ not tell that they 
wero arrived excent that he saw th© 
flashes fjv>m tho discharged guns. There* 
wvr© five ©lot* flred wltiHn the garrison 
wntl. He ©aw them make a tweak fir 
the wall nnd go over the wall—he thinks 
eight or Ten In number, but he c«uH not 
tell where they went. Shortly after ih© 
firing l*ogan la th© alley and continued 
for ten minutes he hoard th© wonl of com¬ 
mand One khtH struck the lams© end 
nx»m in whlah ho wtui and threw dust on 
himself and wife. Mrs. Rcndall nays sna 
wui frlgbicned and ran to th© window 
when th© firing began; thought tho shots 
seemed to com© from Just Ins'd© th© tvmt 
at one side of the gate. They w*r© in 
rnpld succcsakin and she thought ten or 
twelve In number. Sb© thought she a*w 
figure© of men running up Inside the well 
In tho direction of their cdtage. Sre 
could not tell wlKkher they were addlors 
or isx snd was so overcome ttia: site 
totjfld fmt Vooate th© filing afterward. 

Mr Auborn, th© telegraph operator, a 
Union aoldler In a Maine regiment, and 
who has been In Bro-rnaville thlrtv yearo, 
was Hoping In a room back of the tele¬ 
graph office on the ground floor, was 
awakened by th© firing—was confua-d for 
some minutes—and did not at once get up 
Bald th© firing germed to he rkrht In front 
of th© garrison gate. Just outside the wdl. 
After the first firing he looked through 
the shade* of the blinds and saw one 
colored soldier come from the direction 
of the alley l»©tw©en Washington and 
Elizabeth streets along the g.\rrl«*On wall 
Did not 10 cm to be hurried, had his gun 
with him and walked on through the small 
gate toward the quarters of ths bariack* 
Between the time of his being nwakenol 
and seeing this soldier there was a few 
minutes interval. About the time he look¬ 
ed through the blinds th© firing had 
coased in front of him and he heird fir. 
Inr In th© alb*v back of him. The flrst 
firing wua so near to him that lie could 
almost feel tht concussion. Then It re¬ 
ceded up th© alley.

Saw Volley a Fired. 


While the men who did the shooting 
were at tho Cowun HouM and cr< eodng 
Fourteenth street to proceed up tin* olby. 
Lieut. IVmdngtiez, a polUvtrum of twenty 
yivvrs’ ssrvlc©, and on© of Ills men, P.ul- 
ron. attracted by the ©hooting, hmi come 
down Washington street to Fount© nth 
street, and stood at th© corner and mw 
the sum)ting and reoignlscd those who 
did lb© shouting ©s uniformed men. A© 
tli© men went up liic alley l*omlngur« ,md 
Dadrun p ro ce e de d up Washington vtt « 
apparently to head the men off a* the 
alley. Dominguez was on a whit© horso. 
and a* he went up Washington street he 
met Another on© of his policemen, Ka¬ 
mi res. nnd th**«© thr»-c pro.wdtsl toward 
th© Interscctlon of Ov© aJIey And Thir¬ 
teenth street. M*sw>wt»Ue tbe squad of 
men pn>:©cded up th© alley, pti*.'rtg the 
bouse of Dr Thorne, a physician who 
had lived for years In BnoviMiville and 
whose Mom In th© ho ns© running twek 
from Kllanbeth street was Imrnwllately on 
the alley. L>r. Th«*u*nc was arousod by 
tbe shooting nnd h*wl th© men go by 
his house on th© alloy os ho lay In bed. 
Ho heard thdr conservation and h*ard 
them utter wonl* Indicating tbdr d»*elre 
to shoot somebody w)k» was going by. 
H© heard th© working of the gun*, and 
teatitw with groart certainty that the 
vole©*, not ten feet from him. wer© tl»e 
voice* of nogre©a. A short «flstenc© b^- 
ytmd tbe Thom© house tli© m**n w!k» did 
the ©halting came to the Miller Hotel, 
which stood at th© corner <>f th© alley 
and Thirteenth street, and t/ver©, as they 
came to th© nv»uth of the alley, they w» w 
Dominguez, of tho police, poodnf along 
Thirteenth street on a whit© h*<rs© and 
two volleys were flred by th©m at hm 
and his horse. Dominguez tcatiflea that 
he pnsecd within tninty fc.-t of the men 
as th»y came out of tho allf*y, zmi that 
in the light that was shining he was able 
to Identify th© men whom h© had sc*® .*n 
Fourteenth street as colored men In uni¬ 
form. His horse was shot twioo and h© 
was ©hot and his Arm rrtmtt»?r«<d »> that 
It had to be amputated. His h>rr© Jump¬ 
ed forward with the shot nnd foil. Dorn n- 
gtwz falling with him. Dominguez testi¬ 
fies to the presence of a light In frv.nt 
«»f th© house of IVMovk. a little to the 
vtoe* of th© nlb*v on Thirteenth stro>t. 
The two pdkonx n wl»o were with Do:nn- 
gt»cz did not go alth him across the alley 
nut delayed and retreated as the m*n 
came out, and 1 shall refer to their ©vl- 
dence later.

Saw Gun Flashes. 


A Mr. Porter, whose house was on the 
scuthcast corner of Washington and 
Thirteenth streets, testified to hearing 
the men come east on Thirteenth and go 
up Washington street nnd fir© a volley, 
nnd teetlfhrd to a scurrying of feet aft¬ 
erward as soon as the volley was flred. 
Indicating a return down Washington 
street snd around Into Thirteenth street 
of the squid. Th© testimony of one po- 
llctmun. however, Is that after firing at 
tho 8tarck house the squad proceeded up 
to Twelfth street, then out Twelfth 
street, which wuuld bring them to the 
mouth of th© alley where Another wit¬ 
ness Manuel A!onjr>, say* It© mw* them 
firing toward th© liver oh Tw^fth street; 
and this would bring them into conjunc¬ 
tion with th© other squad, which left 
tlum at th© comer of Thirteenth street 
and the alley and proceeded up tho alley 
to Tillman’s saloon. 

Coming now to the latter squsd that 
went to Tillman's «U-x>n and their a~t* 
there, there war© In the saloon three men 

Frank Natus, tlm barkeeper, Pauline 
PrevJndo. the editor of a ftpanish pn©r 
LubllRhed at Brownsville, whose evidence 
had to be Interpreted, nnd anoth r 
'MexScun named X1oU>1as .Alania Till¬ 
man. the proprietor, had left his saloon 
after the shooting began and had gone 
down on Elizabeth street toward tho bar 
racks. Alonl* nnd Preclude were seated 
nt a table In jthe court yard «-f the sa¬ 
loon. which opened on to alley, through 
a gate or door This court yard seems 
to Imv© been rery well lighted with sev¬ 
eral lamps. There was a cistern about 
midway between th© saloon and ihe al¬ 
ley gate. There wns a water closet In 
one comer. Natus, ns ho hoard the fir¬ 
ing. put up th© shut?en» tn front of th© 
*:iloon on Elizabeth street nnd then cam<« 
l»ack through the court yard, In order to 
close th© alley gate or door, which sto<»d 
open The firing grew closer, and Alania, 
who was In the water closet, took refuge 
under the stslrnaso, where he could n M 
Natus as he came out of the saloon door 
Into the court yard. Preolode followed 
Natus out snd stood In th© court yard, 
when live or six m©n crowded Into th© 
alley gate and shot at Natus, who had 
reached tbe cistern on bis way to the 
gate and fell over the ©Isbrn. Preolnde 
was wounded In the hand and had n bul¬ 
let hole through his goat. Ho testifies 
that he saw th© men who did the shoot- 
tn*: In the lights that were In the court 
yard, and that they were negro soldiers. 
He *p*aks Spanish, snd testified through 
an Interpreter His evidence Is weakened 
by the admission on his part that la pre¬ 
vious statements at th** Inquest before 
the grand Jury and elsewhere, he hnd not 
saUl that h© saw the men wh© did th© 
shooting to b© negro soldiers, but ht» 
ee#»k« to explain this by th© fact that he 
was not asked. There were no bullet 
holes In th© gate, but there were Inside 
the court yard of th© saloon.

Cartridge Balls Found. 


plcloun agreement a* to exact details be¬ 
tween their two statements. But taking 
their evidence nnd all the other evidence 
together with thr woll-nlgh mathematical 
demonstration with respect to the cart¬ 
ridges and bullets. 1 venture to an/ that 
no one can read this evidence judicially 
without being convinced beyond a reason¬ 
able doubt that the men who commuted 
this outrage were negro soldier* from 
Fort Brown, and. therefore, of the Isit- 
lallon of th© Twenty-fifth infantry, sta¬ 
tioned there. 

Another conviction that forces Itself 
upon th© mind from the reading of this 
evidence, ©specially that of thi>s© wii- 
ners©* who testify with reference, to tho 
beginning of the firing and what t<v>k 
place along th© garrison ruad arul behind 
tho garrison wulf. with the statement* of 
four or fir© witness* a as to the firing of 
bullets from the upper galleries or porches 
of th© barracks—a fact corroborated by 
th© ailignment of bullet holes In th© 
houses along the garrison road-I* that

Letter In Evidenco. 


Mrs. M »yre, the wlf© of the proprietor 
of the hotel, was in a room In the see rut 
story of Miller's Hotel, on the alley, with 
a window looking south and a window 
looking on tho alley. 8ht* And her hus¬ 
band sat In tho window looking towjid 
tho barruck*. They could see th© finah. . 
of tho gun* They heard them at Cowan's 
houso. heard the voile}'*, hoard 'he re¬ 
loading. heard ths second volley as they 
started down tho alls/ toward the Muter 
Hotel Thsy dropped down behlurl ths 
window wall and withdrew for prot**ett©n.

Tillman saloon and at Twelfth street, 
near th© Intersection of the alloy. They 
were also found in front of the btarck 
House, on Washington street, which wa3 
shot In. Th© Mayor fbund some of them 
at 2 o’clock th© morning of the shooting 
at the comer of Miller s Hotel.

and more sensitive methods of discharge, 
which easily distinguished them In ap¬ 
pearance from the Government ammuni¬ 
tion for th© Springfield rifle.

EMPLOYES WORK OVERTIME TO 
ADD TO COMPENSATION. 


Investigation of Baltimore and Ohio 
Block Signal System Re¬ 
sumed. 


It Is therefore conclusively established 
that no guns fut th© Springfield rifle 
could have discharged tho cartridges the 
shells of which were found along the line 
of flro In Brownsville tii© morning of 
August 14. Three Millets were extracted, 
one In the presence of MaJ. Bloekson 
at th© Gowan Host©, one by MaL Block- 
Son friitn the Yturria House and one by 
Mr. Garza from his own house, on th© 
southeast corner of the alley and Four¬ 
teenth street. Bach of these mullets wa* 
of th© weight and size of bullet* used 
in the Springfield ammunition and bear* 
the four marks of th© lands or raised 
parts between th© grooves of the filling. 
The rifling of the Winchester rifle 1005. 
Into whi h th© sis© of the Springfield rifle 
would fit. has six land*, so that the bul¬ 
let# could not have b^n fired out of the 
Winchester rifle. The bullets, however, 
wore about the same «lze os the K rag - 
Jorgensen bullet and hnd the same make 
of the lands, which I* four III/ number, 
but, as already said, tb© shells found 
would not enter the K rag-Jorgensen 
chamber by an Inch, and the evidence 
Indicate© that there wns but one Krag- 
Jtkrgensen rifle In the nolghbor hood ot 
Brownsville, and that wtui owned by a 
witness who testified. Tho evidence l* 
conducive that theru were no gun* ex¬ 
cept tho Springfield gun* which would 
dUchnrgc tbe bullets from tlie cartridge* 
found When this evidenco is carefully 
considered it is a conclusive demonstra¬ 
tion that th© nrin«* must have been done 
by men with th© rlfi**s of the Springfield 
190S model. The only rifles of this kluU 
In Or near Rfownsvlli© were In the pos¬ 
session of th© soldiers of the three com¬ 
panies, B, C and D. of tho Twenty-fifth 
Infantry Tho suggestion thnt after the 
hurried shooting, which wu# don© Almost 
al double-quick, and was finished certain¬ 
ly within ten or fifteen minutes, tho*© 
who did tli© shooting could hav© hud 
some other gun than the Springfield rlfie. 
could hav© picked up the cartridge shells 
of thnt gun, which were extracted and 
thrown on the ground ns the slnxittng 
progressed, and could have thru been 
placed uikui the ground or "planted" 
shells of the 8prtngflr-ld rlfie. Obtained 
from the target range twenty mile* away, 
certainty doe* not create n reasonable 
doubt of the fact that th© men who did 
th© shooting were negro soldiers, even lr 
tile direct evidence b© Ignored. 

Some Conflict 


Washington. Jan. 14.—To-day’s inves¬ 
tigation by the Interatate Uommeroo 
Commission Into the block signal sys¬ 
tem In use on the Baltimore ©ml Ohio 
Rail mud showed thnt men engaged In 
the operation of trains work an exces¬ 
sive number of hours without a suffi¬ 
cient x»eriod of rest Intervening, it wag 
developed that no restrictions nr# 
placed upon the hours trainmen shall 
work, and that they take advantage of 
the opportunity offered to labor for 
many hours in order to increase their 
compensation. 

An Instance wo* given where an en¬ 
gineer had worked for thlrty-slx hours 
and had no rest during that time. The 
company, according to the testimony, 
relied upon the men to claim rest when 
they feii need of it. Tlie company 
dwelt at length on the question of 
hours of trainmen because It Is be¬ 
lieved by tho commission that the 
facts brought out In this particular 
phase of the Investigation will acceler¬ 
ate the passage in Congress of the bill 
limiting the hours of those engaged In 
the t ran sport at ton service of railroads. 

Only five witnesses were beard to¬ 
day. and the most Important points 
wero brought out by General Manager 
IFltxgoruld. Truin master Kelly, and 
William M. Du trow, operator at Silver 
Springs. Mr. Rally's testimony related 
to the tnovemml of trains and the ex- 
ceaslvo hours Of labor on the part of 
the trainmen. Operator Dutr *w testi¬ 
fied that the crews of the two trains 
that were in tho accident had endeav¬ 
ored to throw' the responsibility for the 
wreck upon his shoulders.

ORDERED INTO CUSTODY 

OF ELECTION BOARD. 


Order Giving Ballots To Attorney 
General Jackson Vacated By 
J4dge Levcntritt. 


New York. Jnn. 14.—Th© ballot boxes 
containing the ballots cast for Mayor in 
the city election of 1905 were to-day or¬ 
dered by Justice Lcventritt to be placed 
in the custody of the New York City 
Board of Elections. He vacated the 
order granted by Justice Hendrick, 
which gave the boxes Into the custody 
of Attorney General Jackson. 

Justice Leventritt. In his decision va¬ 
cating tho order, said: "In my opinion 
the court should mrt continue an order 
tvhlch Interferes with the cloctlon 
laws. These laws provide that the 
boxes should be In the custody of the 
Board of Elections. Assuming, how¬ 
ever. thst the court has the power to 
Interfere. I fall to find any facts in the 
papers to Justify such action. If the 
court was notified that the ballot boke* 
were in Jeopardy the court might then 
be called upon to make an order, but 
no such evidence Is before me and the 
order to impouud should bo vacated 
und It is hereby vuoated."

Brownsville Affair. 


Upper House Devotes Another 
Day To Ora ory. 


Tillman Sticks To His Guns 
and Attacks Clay. 


SPOONER ON LEGAL ASPECT. 


Washington. Jan. 14.—'Taking but a 
brief time to pass the Legislative, Ex¬ 
ecutive isnd Judicial Appropriation Bill, 
carrying nearly thirty-one million dol¬ 
lars, the Senate devoted the remainder 
of the day to the Brownsville affray. 

President Hooee veil's message, ac¬ 
companied by many additional af¬ 
fidavits and a cigar box of bullets and 
empty cartridge sheila wee received. 
n*ad and ordered printed. The speech- 
making on the subject then began and 
continued until 5:30 o'clock. 

Senator MaMory. indorsing the action 
of the President, opened the discus¬ 
sion. He held that the President might 
have gone too far In preventing the 
rv-enlist ment of the soldiers Involved, 
but otherwise he approved the Presi¬ 
dent's order of discharge. 

• • • 

Lively Turn. 


When Senator Clay, who followed, 
took the floor, the debate was given a 
lively turn by Mr. Tillman's Interrup¬ 
tions. Mr Clay sold the people of 
Gojrgla heartily indorsed the Presi¬ 
dent’s action. Senator Bacon followed 
with what he said was reported the 
precedent for the Brownsville order In 
the discharge of a company of South 
Carolina National Guardsmen by Sena, 
tor Tillman when he was Governor. 
This involved Senator Tillman again in 
the debate. 

Senator Spooner was In the midst of 
a constitutional discussion of the 
authority of the President In the 
when adjournment was taken. Mr. 
Spooner held that when the President 
exercises his powers ns Commander in 
Chief of the Army the Senate has no 
Jurisdiction to review his actions. 

also contended that Congress has 
no power to legislate specifically to re¬ 
store tho soldiers discharged in the 
present case, declaring that review can 
only be had by Impeachment proceed¬ 
ing* vVhfch must originate in the House 
of Representatives. Several Senators 
have Indicated that they Intend to dis¬ 
cus* the question and, the debate Is, 
therefore, likely to absorb the attention 
of the Senate for several days. 

Senator Mallory, of Florida, remarks 1 
that In his opinion the proposed sena¬ 
torial investigation would amount to 
nothing. The evidence that negro sol¬ 
diers shot jip the town was sufficient, 
he said, to secure a verdict of guilty 

by any Impartial Jury. •

ns he said, to reply In brief to the 
sweeping charge against the prominent 
people in the South made on Satur¬ 
day by Senator Patterson. An Injus¬ 
tice to his own State and other South¬ 
ern States hud been done, when the 
Senator from Colorado had said that 
the public men of the South were In 
favor of mobs and lynch law. 

Mr. Patterson disclaimed making any 
such sweeping statement. 

Mr. Clay, however, believed the rec¬ 
ord would bear out what he had said. 
He admitted that there were differ¬ 
ences of opinion In the South on the 
question of negro suffrage, but many 
States beside those In the South had 
restricted suffrage—Ohio, Massachu¬ 
setts. Vermont and others he said were 
In this class. 

He disclaimed any intention to dis¬ 
cuss the race question, saying he did 
not want to monopolise a subject that 
belonged exclusively to "my good 
friend from South Carolina" (Mr. Till¬ 
man). 

• • • 

Tillman In Action. 


The bullets and cartridge shells to¬ 
day sent to the Senate. Mr. Mallory 
held to add greatly to the strength to 
the President’s cose. The evidence, he 
maintained, that the discrimination 
against the negro soldiers by the citi¬ 
zens of Brownsville, furnished the mo¬ 
tive. They were not allowed liberty 
out of the fort after 8 o’clock at night 
ond were not served In the barrooms. 

Stating that he did not agree with 
the President In all he had done In this 
case. Mr. Mallory digressed to col! at¬ 
tention to what he regarded as the best 
Illustration that could be given of 
incompetency of the negro to grapple 
wjth great questions. His Illustration 
was the criticism of the President by 
the negro mass-meeting at Boston. 

"The President of the United States, 
of all Presidents who have sat In that 
chair since the close of the Civil war,’’ 
he said, “has manifested more plainly 
and decidedly a disposition to lift up 
and encourage the tolored race, by ele¬ 
vating them on all occasions when he 
could, to positions of honor and trust, 
under the Government." 

A negro, he said, held the most lucra¬ 
tive Federal office In Florida as Col¬ 
lector of Internal Revenue; the Collec¬ 
tor of Customs at Savannah, Ga., was 
s negro, and the Collector of Internal 
Etventie of the State of Georgia was 
a negro and every one knew of the 
fight which the Senate had made 
against Dr. Crum, a negro, who was 
made Collector of the Port of Charles¬ 
ton. S. C. 

• • • 

Patriots of Boston. 


"But." added Mr. Mallory, "the pa¬ 
triots of Boston, who probably are thn 
best representatives of the colored race 
in this country; the most enlightened 
and highly educated. allow themselves 
to be carried away by the passion of 
the moment unable to look fairly and 
squarely at a proposition which should 
be Judged Justly and honestly, forget 
that they are under great obligations 
to the President and send forth n de¬ 
nunciation of the best friend they have 
ever had In thxit office. They will al¬ 
low passion to get the better of their 
Judgment on almost all occasions." 

Mr. Mallory believed the President 
ought not to have included In his or¬ 
der of discharge the prohibition against 
future enlistment. He maintained that 
the discharged men were not under the 
charge of any crime whatever. It 
might perhaps have been better, he 
said. If a board had been ordered to 
effect the discharge. He said he should 
not oppose the resolution of Investiga¬ 
tion. 

Mr. Clay, of Georgia, took tho floor, 


This stirred Mr. Tillman to action 
and Mr. Clay was hotly questioned as 
he proceeded to defend the President 
on his Brownsville record. 

According to evidence furnished by 
Mr. Tillman Saturday, Mr. Clay said 
the whole Twenty-fifth Infantry ought 
to have been discharged fifteen years 
ago. 

”8o far as these negro soldiers are 
concerned, I have no doubt of the 
^ullt." retorted Mr. Tillman. **I was 
trying to locate the man who was more 
responsible than the soldiers for this 
trouble." 

*1 think no one more responsible 
than the men who did the shooting.*’ 
said Mr. Clay. 

Mr. Tillman Insisted he could not 
get away from the fundamental prin¬ 
ciple that every man charged* with 
crime should have a fair trial. ’*1 
say." he continued, "that the Presi¬ 
dent has been derelict; he transcended 
his authority and was untrue to the 
duties of his office in not holding the 
troops in the army until he had ex¬ 
hausted every means to ascertain the 
guilty ones." 

Mr. Clay had said that a court- 
martial would have resulted in noth¬ 
ing. He insisted that the evidences of 
the former escapades of this regiment 
justified their discharge. 

• • • 

Principles of Liberty. 


That they were not discharged as 
the result of any of the previous of¬ 
fenses. Mr. Tillman interrupted to say, 
was evidence that the President and 
the Secretary of War were Ignorant 
of the character of the negro soldiers. 

’’Well." exclaimed Mr. Clay, "the 
Senator ought to congratulate him that 
he has acted right at last." 

Again announcing his adherence to 
the principles of liberty, Mr. Tillman 
said he did not allow such prejudice or 
feelings to lead him from demanding 
substantial Justice. 

"I did not know that the Senator 
had prejudices," replied Mr. Clay. 

"I acknowledge that I have got ’em," 
retorted Mr. Tillman, "And If you say 
you haven’t, well. I won't say what.” 

Mr. Clay placed himself emphatically 
on record as Indorsing the President’s 
action and said he believed he voiced 
the sentiment of a majority of the peo¬ 
ple of Georgia. Mr. Bacon had the 
Clerk read a newspaper clipping an¬ 
nouncing that It cited a precedent for 
the President's action. It told of the 
dismissal of a company of the South 
Carolina National Guard by Senator 
TUlman. then Governor, because they 
refused to obey orders during a dis¬ 
turbance over the enforcement of the 
liquor law’s. 

Mr Tillman explained the occur¬ 
rence. declaring the company In ques¬ 
tion "bandbox soldiers who wanted 
their uniforms and brass buttons to 
help them with the girls." 

Mr. Bacon said he thought both the 
Senator and the President had done 
right. 

Senator Spooner remarked that he 
presumed the South Carolina company 
was a white company: otherwise, he 
said, "the Senator would have had 
them lynched.” 

• • • 

Legal Questions. 


Continuing. Mr. 8pooner said he 
would have a very great contempt for 
himself If he could not discusss the 
questions Involved without reference to 
the color of the soldiers. It was, he 
aald. only legal questions that could 
be Involved. Mr. Spooner denounced 
the criticism which had been made of 
the Twenty-fifth regiment, both In the 
letter of Senator Culberson protesting 
agulnst sending the negro troops to 
Brownsville and by Senator Tillman 
Mr. TUlman then said that he had 
arlson to state that he had not criti¬ 


cised the whole regiment. He added 
there were many good negroes. As this 
seemed to surprise Mr. Spooner. Mr. 
Tillman said he had good negroes 
working for him for thirty years and 
he believed there were millions of good 
ones. "I do not hate the rsoc,” he 
added. "I simply feel that I am super¬ 
ior to It—-that Is all.” 

"That Is a question I decline to dis¬ 
cuss." retorted Mr. Bpooner. “In some 
ways the Senator Is superior." 

This elicited from Mr. TUlman the 
explanation: "When I say T 1 mean 
that the white race is superior to the 
colored race. Now will the Senator 
understand me?" 

Mr. Spooner disclaimed any Inten¬ 
tion to discuss the race question, which, 
he said, was entirely outside the pres¬ 
ent question. 

• • • 

Function of the Senate. 


He took the ground that It was not 
the function of the Senate to investi¬ 
gate the act of the President In his 
executive capacity. Peculiar functions 
had been imposed upon the House of 
Representatives. It alone could Initi¬ 
ate. prepare and present Impeachment 
proceedings. The Senate in the exer¬ 
cise of Us most solemn function was 
constituted the court In such cases. 
This, he said, was simply an abstrac¬ 
tion In this case. He called attention 
to the serious condition. If the 8^nate 
as a court should And itself "pre¬ 
judged." having Investigated the cause 
In advance. 

Assuming that the President had ex¬ 
ercised a power he possessed In dis¬ 
charging these soldiers, Mr. Spooner 
denied that Congress had any consti¬ 
tutional power to set aside such an or¬ 
der. The power of the President as 
Commander in Chief of the Army and 
Navy In time of peace was not defined 
by the Constitution. Mr. Spooner then 
quoted judicial authorities to show 
that It was '‘the power to command 
and control." 

"He commands the army." he added, 
"and an army without discipline Is a 
mob, a menace and dangerous to the 
people." 

Replying to a query from Mr. Patter¬ 
son, Mr. Spooner expressed doubt that 
Congress could pass a law removing 
the disability of these particular men 
to re-enllst. A general law might be 
paused but no legislation applying 
directly to this specific order.

Before leaving Valparaiso for Easter 
Island, termed the "Mystery of the Pa¬ 
cific," we learned that the last heard from 
the Island was fifteen months ago. A 
schooner, the Sarita, which had left Val¬ 
paraiso eight months before, had not since 
been heard of. On anchoring off Easier 
Island wo wore visited by the Governor, 
Mr Cooper tan Englishman), who Inform¬ 
ed us that the schooner had arrived, but 
a few days later had gone ashore anil 
broken up In a gale—fortunately without 
loss of life. We took two of the ship¬ 
wrecked crow, who hail spent six months 
on the Island, to Tuhltl with us; the re¬ 
mainder, who are In the service of the 
Chilean Government, chose to stay on th..* 
Island. There are eight Europeans and 
about SOD natives on the island, which Is 
leased for sheep farming and cattle rais¬ 
ing purposes from the Chilean Govern¬ 
ment. Quaint. Indeed, are the grotesquely 
carved Images which ore to be seen in 
large numbers throughout the island. The 
figures vary from eighteen to tfllrty-slx 
feet high and all have the same dlsiialn- 
ful expression. Many have fallen down on 
their faces and are to be seen scattered 
over the Island, generally close to the 
stone platforms on which they were erect¬ 
ed. They are carved out of the gray lava 
found on the north of the Island. The top 
of the head In all cases is flat, and wns 
formerly crowned with a huge circular 
rod stone, one I measured being sixteen 
'• ‘ in rsrcumfsnUMM MM four fbs4 high 

Five days after leaving Easter Island 
the Cambrian and the Flora anchored in 
Bounty Bay, Pitcairn Island, where we 
received a very warm welcome from the 
islanders. Thero was no sickness on the 
Island. The population Is 172. The birth 
register for the past five years shows 
there were three births on the Island in 
1W2. six in 1003. six In 1904, two In 1906 and 
one In the first half of this year (1906). 
During the last six years there have been 
only sevon deaths on .the Island, the last 
•loath having occurred twenty months 
ago. 

This Is tho first visit of a British man- 
of-war since the Shearwater called In 
January. 1903. and as the missionary 
schooner has been lost comm uni cat I on 
with the outside world Is totally depen¬ 
dent upon chance calls of passing ves¬ 
sels. The islanders have many friends and

There was a partnership between 
the President and Congress, sold Mr. 
Spooner. Congress makes rules and 
the President makes orders. Twice, 
years ago, the executive had attempt¬ 
ed to make rules. In one cnee Attor¬ 
ney General Cushing and In the other 
Attorney Botes overruled the Execu¬ 
tive rules which conflicted with the 
legislation. 

Mr. Bacon took Issue on this point 
and held that if Mr. Spooner should 
be followed the entire legislative au¬ 
thority might be chipped away. The 
Constitution, he said, gave Congress 
power to make rules and regulations 
for the "Government" of the Uuid and 
naval force*. This word, "government" 
he said, comprehended complete con¬ 
trol. 

Mr. Spooner hald that this view 
abolished all functions of the Com¬ 
mander-In-Chief. in opposition to this 
contention Mr. Bacon maintained that 
the evident purpose of the framers of 
the Constitution wns to take away 
from any one man the power to 
"wield” an army. 

Mr. Bacon remarked Incidentally 
that In all his experience In the Sen¬ 
ate ho had never heard a doctrine ad¬ 
vanced which he regarded aa more 
dangerous than the suggestion that the 
President hns any power In the use 
of the army that cannot be controlled 
by the law-making power. Mr. Spoon¬ 
er at this point yielded the floor for 
adjournment* not having finished his 
argument.

Louisville's commercial activity dur¬ 
ing tho year 1906 ww well shown y*»- 
terday when the annual report of F 
H. Bowen, President of the Louisville 
Board of Trade, was read at thfc an¬ 
imal meeting of the association.

1ng the year and submitted statistics 
that not only showed the rapid strides 
In commerce made by the city, but in¬

January 14. 1907.—To the Members of

Thu accomplishment of these matters 
brought noneUWabie work to the officers 
of the board, tlx? correspondence neces¬ 
sary has been extensive an i of a varied 
character, coming from ail sections and 
all classes. Th«* Inquiries for Information 
about LoulsvIUo from those seeking u 
favorable location for residence, business 
or factory have boon numerous wnd re¬ 
sulted In bringing to the city many val¬ 
uable enterprises. 

With the march of progress In the city 
proper has comp also a marked increase 
In our trade condition#, and !x>uUvlllo*s 
Importance commercially is realised more 
and more each year. There U probably 
no business that has not enjoyed a larger 
and more lucrative trade the past year, 
both In jobbing and manufacturing lines. 
In some cl a ss es of goods the increased 
bus!ness has been very large, ns indicated 
in the reports of tho various committees 
made to tho Board of Directors, and 
which nr® on Ills in the superintendent's 
office subject to Inspection of tho mem¬ 
bers desiring more detail than can be 
covered In this report. These show a 
large Increase In the sales of agricultural 
Implements, wagons, seeds, machinery. In 
lumber, furniture, hardware, iron and 
steal, building material, paints, oils, vnrV 
nlshcs and glassware, drugs, dry goods 
and notions canned goods, soaps, lira 

stock, clothing and woolen goods, leaf 
and manufactured tobacco, the increase 
in the latter reaching ii.6oo.0ttt pounds, 
showing tho position Louisville Is taking 
as a center for this Industry. From every 
lino has come the same cheerful cry of 
Increased business, and the year closed 
wtth a record of improved trade relations 
never approached before. 

No article of manufacture shows such 
marked Increase in output or has added 
more to the commerce of the city ths past 
year than that of whisky The report of 
B. Bemhclm. chairman of the Whisky 
Committee, reports the whole production 
of whisky In the State for the year end¬ 
ing June 30. 1906. was 29.u82.472 gnr.o'a 
14.137.610 gallons of which was produced 
In the Louisville district The stocks of 
whisky held in bond June 30. 1906. In the 
whole State, was 129.666,913 gallons, 
230,455 gallons of which were ne’.d In the 
Louisville dlstrt«*t. Shipments of whisky 
In 1906 were 450,404 barrels, while in 1906 
they wire 619.394 barrels, or an Increase 
over HW6 of 68,990 barrels.

and oth 0 *ikc- earners, a large percent¬ 
age of which were made for cash. Build¬ 
ing permit# issued exceeded those of llluG 
by nearly fl.ooo.QUQ.

Republicans Expect Then To 
Have Sufficient Majority. 


St. Paul. Jan. 14-—President J. J. 
Hill, of the Great Northern railroad, 
to-day sent a letter to Gov. Johnson 
in which he gives his views on the 
vaious phases of the railroad situation 
in the United Stales, tho reason for the 
existing conditions and a remedy. The 
letter says In part: 

“Hon John A. Johnson, Governor of 
Minnesota—Dear Sir: The business of 
the United States is to-day so con¬ 
gested that from every portion of the 
country arises clamor for relief. The 
railroads everywhere are taxed beyond 
their power. The people of the United 
8tates. therefore, are face to face with 
the gr cutest business problem that Has 
ever threatened the nation. During 
recent years the volume of business 
has increased and is Increasing with 
extraordinary rapidity, while the nec¬ 
essary additional trackage and term¬ 
inals have not been equal to the de¬ 
mands upon them. The resulting situa¬ 
tion is a freight blockade of enormous 
proportions, especially at all terminal 
points. How to remedy this Is a prob¬ 
lem, financial, mechanical and physi¬ 
cal. No time should be lost in ap¬ 
plying auch measures of remedy as 
may be possible. And the first step 
toward this Is to reach a proper un¬ 
derstanding of actually existing con¬ 
ditions.

Within the lam ten years 
the volume of railroad business In this 
country hn* increased over 110 per 
cent. Meanwhile, the railroads have 
endeavored to meet it. Equipment Is 
being Increased as rapidly os capita! 
and labor can do 1L There are and 
will be cars enough to carry the coun¬ 
try traffic the cars can be moved, 
but engine* and cars must have tracks 
upon which they may run. 

A striking tale Is told by the statis¬ 
tics of railroad building in the United 
Btates, Not only Is It true as slated 
above that there has been in the ten 
years ending 1906 an Increase of but 
21 per cent. In mileage, but the most 
Impressive fact is that railroad build¬ 
ing has within a generation fallen off 
just as the demand upon trackage has 
Increased. 

• • • 

More Trackage Needed. 


The number of passenger miles trav¬ 
eled In this country for each mile of 
railroad In It, according to these fig¬ 
ures. has Increased 30 per cent. In the 
five years and the number of ton miles 
for each mile of track has grown 18 
per cent. It is no womler that, with 
this extra work to do per mile, a work 
not equally distributed, the limit of ef¬ 
fective operation has been reached. The 
highest direction and the best econo¬ 
my is to have trackage equipment and 
other facilities properly adjusted to the 
volume of business and then keep mov¬ 
ing in it in a harmonious and useful 
way. 

Tho problem and necessity are enor¬ 
mous. At 140 tons to the mile it would 
require 2,000,000 tons of steel rails ev¬ 
ery year to furnish tho 1,600 miles of 
track required. This Is nearly two- 
thirds of the product of aJi tho roll¬ 
ing mills in the United States. It 
would call for tho labor of 200,000 men 
In grading, besides track layers, bridge 
builders and others. Labor, even for 
such ordinary extensions and improve¬ 
ments as are now being made, is not 
to be had in sufficient quantities on 
any term*. This Is the real railroad 
problem of the United States: and it 
is one which people have been singu¬ 
larly slow to perceive and reluctant to 
realise. 

There must be more points for ex¬ 
port, more interior markets. A fif¬ 
teen-foot canal or channel from 8t. 
Louis to New Orleans would go further 
to relieve tho entire Middle West and 
Southwest than any other work that 
could be undertaken. With such a 
depth of water a single powerful tow¬ 
boat would carry from thirty U> forty 
trainloads. 

• • • 

Ban of Unpopularity. 

It Is not by accident that railroad 
building lias declined to its lowest 
within a generation at the very time 
when all other forms of activity have 
been growing most rapidly. The In 
vestor declines to put his money into 
enterprises under ban of unpopularity 
and even threatened by Individuals and 
political parties with confiscation or 
transfer to the State. This feeling must 
be removed and greater confidence be 
mutually established if any considera¬ 
ble portion of the vast sum necessary 
is to be available for the work 

First there must be a realisation by 
the country of the embargo upon busi¬ 
ness arid of the fact that the cause is 
insufficient railroad trackage. This 
fact has, strangely enough, come upon 
the public by surprise Even now. and 
even among those who should be most 
alert and best informed, there Is llttlo 
apparent comprehension of the desper¬ 
ate need that business feels. It will 
require the best thought and the best 
efforts of this generation to overe the 
evil that now' casta Its shadow upon 
farmer, manufacturer and merchant; 
to arrest the progress of the paralysis 
that Is laying Its grip upon the heart 
of commerce and to restore the whole¬ 
some circulation without which there 
cannot be life and growth In either the 
Individual or the Commonwealth.

MONEY FOR KENTUCKY RIVER. 


There will be an extra session of the 
Senate. It will be convened by Presl 
dent Roosevelt Immediately after the 
adjournment of the present session— 
March 4. It will be called for the pur¬ 
pose of dealing with a new treaty with 
Santo Domingo, which will be Immedi¬ 
ately prepared and submitted to the 
Senate for ratification the first day of 
the extra session. 

The decision was reached yesterday 
afternoon In a conference between lead¬ 
ing members of the Senate and Sec re 
tary of State Ellhu Root, who appeared 
as the representative of President 
Roosevelt. 

Mr. Root found that It was impossible 
for the treaty to be ratified at this ses¬ 
sion of Congress. He then come for 
ward with the suggestion of an extra 
session, and it was adopted. 

The chance* for the treaty will be 
greatly Improved at the next session. 
There are now 33 Democrats and 57 Re 
publicans In the Senate. If all the 
Senators vute, 60 votes are necesmry 
for ratification, and Lhe Republican* 
now lack this number by three vote* 
After March 4 the Democrat* will have 
four fewer seats, which will have been 
gained by Republicans. There will then 
be 61 Republicans In the Senate, or one 
vote more than the necessary two- 
thirds. and only 29 Democrat*.

It* princi¬ 
pal coot would be the construction of a 
canal either in sections or continuously 
for many miles, and It ahould be con¬ 
structed. if deemed feasible, as a sep¬ 
arata project and not In conjunction 
with the ordinary measures provided 
for in that bill.

Improvement of the Ohio. 

Mr. Sherley, our R^rescntaUvo In 
Congress. gives evidence of his usual 
vigilance in looking after the interests 
•f his constituent#. The most Important 
question to them now pending is the 
Improvement of the Ohio river, and to 
that measure he Is devoting his 
best energies In a recent communica¬ 
tion to the Board of Trade of this city 
he reports the prosreaa which has 
been made in this direction and the 
specific Improvements he hopes to se¬ 
cure. The last Congress provided for 
a compete survey of the lower Ohio 
with a view to ascertaining the cost of 
locking and damming the entire rtver. 
The report has not been mode public, 
but It Is understood that among its rtc- 
' commendations Is one for the building 
of a dam at Louisville which will cre¬ 
ate a tilne-foot pool as far as Madison 
and for the subsequent enlargement eg 
the canal, at a total cost of $1,700,000. 
This If carried out would bo part of 
tho general scheme of river improve¬ 
ment from Pittsburg to the mouth, but 
as tho total cost of this work would be 
very great It is doubtful whether with 
the large number of projects for rivro 
and harbor improvement the sum nec¬ 
essary for the project will be voted. 

Mr. Shortly has. however, from the 
•tart advocated a specific appropriation 
for the river here in which ho has great 
hopes of success. He advocates the 
feulMlng of a moveable dam at Ixmla- 
vllle which will give not only a nine- 
foot pool as far as Madison but a six- 
foot pool to the first dam on the Ken¬ 
tucky River, which will Insure continu¬ 
ous navigation, not only to Madison, 
but to the head of slaokwater naviga¬ 
tion on the Kentucky river. For this 
$»rpo» the committee has agreed to 
Report a provision appropriating $271,000 
and to odd $43,000 for the comple¬ 
tion of the work at the head of Uie 
•anal It Is to be hoped that Mr. Bher- 
by*i expectations in regard to this sub¬ 
ject will be realised and that the im¬ 
provements for Louisville contemplated 
by his special bill will be provided for, 
as In that event they may, as he states 
b feasible, be completed In one season. 
Whereas if dependent upon the passage 
of the general bill they may be delayed 
Indefinitely. Unfortunately, there hot 
grown up In Congress a very strong an¬ 
tagonism to the scheme of Improving 
the Ohio river by locks and dams, 
which betokens no good to IL In fact 
the ecope of It Includes the contingent 
defeat of the River and Harbor Bill as 
a whole. 

This state of fe«hng has been devel¬ 
oped by the advocates of the ship canal 
and Water-way from Chicago to New 
Orleans, and Congressman Burton, of 
Ohio, chairman of the House Commit¬ 
tee on Rivers and Harbors, becauso he 
does not. at this time, favor an appro¬ 
priation for that work. The result Is. 
as stated by the St. Louis Republic's 
Washington correspondent, that "the 
■water-way or b*xt the blU” is now the 
slogan of the supporters of the project 
for a fourteen-foot channel from the 
Lakes to the Qulf. It is even s^ild that 
Hopkins, of Illinois, is prepared 
to talk the bill to death if tho House re- 
fuses to accept a Senate amendment 
providing for the water-way, In a 
short session there Is some danger from 
•uch tactics. In 1WI It was done by 
Senator Carter, of Montana, who thus 
defeated the River and Harbor BUI b'- 


Extenslon of Foreign Commerce 

The convention at Washington for 
the extenc&u of foreign commerce may 
be s&ld to move in a measure a step 
forward. For a long time It was bad 
by the predecessors of the men now 
In power that foreign commerce was a 
misfortune, a!iro*x & crime. The stand- 
patters of the day got tlielr inspiration 
from an author who wished that the 
Atlantic ocean was a sea of fire, that 
no foreign goods might ever be receiv¬ 
ed. The Faciflc ocean was not thon 
important as a highway of commerce 
or the same wish would have been ex¬ 
pressed as to It. That was the period 
of Isolation of which Mr. McKlnloy 
spoke when he expressed the opinion, 
too optimtstia os It proved, that It was 
past The time, however, has oome 
when we nec only tolerate foreign com¬ 
merce, but hold conventions to pro¬ 
mote IL 

We are told that after a three days* 
session the convention will have a 
banquet and will bo sddrcosrd by 
Speaker Cannon, Secretary Root and 
President RjosevelL All these men 
are the Implacable enemies of the ex¬ 
tension of foreign commerce. Speaker 
Cannon make# no secret of his opposi¬ 
tion to lowering the wail which directly 
keeps out Imports and indirectly dimin¬ 
ishes exports. Mr. Root Is a partisan, 
though not so outspoken, of tho mine 
system. Mr. Roosevelt, In his time, has 
been a son of free-trader, as the stand¬ 
patters estimate free trade, •and now 
and then we aro told that ho Is about 
to do something Important for tariff 
reform. Doubtless, ho would like to do 
It if the way were easy, but aiong that 
road he sees implacable opposition— 
the warfare of selfish Interests—and 
he bends to tho decrees of the grafters 
In his party, because he la sagacious 
enough to see that without grafters his 
party would be in a minority abso¬ 
lutely hopeless, and would go out 
of office. It Is not, therefore, apparent 
how these three advocate* of mkrtctei 
trade can shed much light on the task 
of the convention for the promotion of 
foreign commerce. 

It la true tb^t tho men who are 
contending with m**V*«i for the roetrlc. 
Uon of commerce with foreign lands 
profose to bo eager to Increaso It so 
long as the Increase Is confined to ex¬ 
ports. While they treat, for practical 
purposes, the Import of competitive ar¬ 
ticles as a crime, they are quite willing 
to export all kinds of merchandDo. In 
their xeal for Increasing exports and 
reducing Imports they Ignore the fact 
that International trade is barter. Ex¬ 
ports must be paid for by imports, or 
thoy are not paid for at aJL This u 
tl)o kiw of trade to which ths excep¬ 
tions aro too Insignificant to be worthy 
of notice* Tho one tries of Imports 
«ay. Indeed, that when we export more 
than wo import we get the difference 
in gold. Nevertheless their own statis¬ 
tics, collated and edited by thornsve», 
show that this Is not true. While our 
exports, 09 valued, show an exie-a per 
year of three, four or fivo hundred mil¬ 
lions of dollara, the not Imports of 
gv>l(i are very small and In some years 
none at all. In other words, the re¬ 
turns show that our exports are paid 
for by Imports, or not paid for at all. 
and nobody txSlW«*» that we have. In 
sumo years past, exported three billion 
doHar*' worth of gcods for which w*i 
recoiled rushing. If w'e export only 
such goods as our Imports will pay for. 
apart from Insignificant Ixilanero In 
gold. It Is very dear that In chock¬ 
ing Imports we chock exports also. The 
extension of our foreign commerce, 
there fort, means that we shall inertnre 
our Imports In the anno degree that 
wo augment our export.**. 

In opposition to this idea the friends 
of trade restriction point to the Im¬ 
mense volume of our exports. In doing 
this they fall to take note of the mag¬ 
nitude of the country. When It is a 
question of taxation they say with ex¬ 
ultation that this Is a blllkm-dollar 
oountry. a remark which, a few year* 
ago. meant that wo could Afford to 
spend a billion every two years to en¬ 
courage grafters, but now means we 


may spend It every year. But when 
they boast of our great exports they 

lose sight of our large population and 
studiously suppress tho fact that our 
exports per capita are o I most half 
those of countries which wo treat with 
comparative contempt. The truth Is, 
our exports axe large because our coun¬ 
try Is large, and would be much greater 
but for tho policy of trade restriction 
which we not only practice, but of 
which we boast, as though It were the 
perfection of human wisdom. 

Moreover, we are frequently re¬ 
minded how our imports have also In¬ 
creased. It looks inconsistent for s 
party that passed an act for tho pur¬ 
pose of checking Imports to boast that 
hThas hay! precisely the opposite effect 
from that Intended. Nevertheless, It U 
true that tho Imports have greatly In¬ 
creased. But how? The Increase U not 
so great on articles ready for consump¬ 
tion, which are the real competitive ar¬ 
ticles. It la rather on those articles, 
unmanufactured or partially manufac¬ 
tured, which eervo as ths material 
for other manufacturer*. The manu¬ 
facturers pay the duties on such of 
these as are dutiable, but when they 
are exported they get back fO per cent, 
of the duties paid. When they are not 
exported the duty Is added to the price 
and collected oft of consumers, along 
with whatever else the traffic will bear. 
In this way foreigners are enabled to 
buy American goods a great deal cheap¬ 
er than our own citlsena. The Increase 
of Imports, therefore, redounds mainly 
to the benefit of the men who are bene¬ 
fited by the tariff. The general con¬ 
sumer Is a victim, and In most cases an 
unwitting and uncomplaining victim of 
this species of extortion by trusts. But, 
after all. the manipulated figures of 
trade show that Imports and exports 
Increase or decreaco together. 

The extension of foreign trad# Is a 
good thing, but we need not Impose 
upon oursolves any Illusions. Imports 
and exports must Increase together, for 
If the book* are kept right they will al¬ 
ways balance, after bod debts are 
charged off on both sides. 


The Anti-Hargis Faction. 

Tho Court or-Journal published In Its 
news columns yesterday an editorial 
from the Breathitt News which ex¬ 
presses the views of the "antl-Harg!» 
faction" In Breathitt county wtth re¬ 
gard to the proceedings of tho court 
which were Interrupted when tho Ap¬ 
pellate Court called Special Judge 
Carnes to Frankfort for the purpose of 
Inquiring Into his conduct, in response 
to the appeal of the prosecuting attor¬ 
neys, who charge that his rulings were 
unfair, and that the Commonwealth 
could uot have a fair trial of It* case 
against Judge Hargis at Jackson and 
with Judge Carnes presiding. 

The "nntl-Hbrgls faction" In Jack- 
son and Breathitt county is composed 
of two elements—the enemies of the 
Hargis cion and respectable citizen* 
who would like to see the law enforced 
In Jackson to the end that they might 
pursue their vocations without molesta¬ 
tion and live In peace, free from tho 
fear of assassination. While Hargis 
was Judge and Callahan was Sheriff, 
a reign of terror existed. Proceedings 
at court were farcical when the Inter¬ 
ests of Hargis* retainers were affected, 
and law-abiding men went Into exile 
after witnessing daylight assasstnatlonB. 
rather than risk their lives by remain¬ 
ing In Jackson, where they might In¬ 
cur the enmity of uFeamdmi by testify¬ 
ing In court concerning the atrocities 
perpetrated in the stre-t*. Confessed 
oftSDSKln* state that during the time 
Hargis was In office he boasted that he 
could secure pardons from Gov. Beck¬ 
ham for such of his retainer* as might 
stand In need of them. There exists to¬ 
day. In Jackson, a belief that tho in¬ 
fluence of Hargis is still more 
than county-wide Had the trial pro¬ 
ceeded without Interruption nothing 
but the conviction of tbo defendant 
could havo removed the Impression that 
the trial was a prearranged farce, and 
the effect would have been to pro¬ 
mote anarrby In Jackson, while the 
acquittal of the defendant would not 
have had ttye eff»*ct of convincing the 
people of the State of his Innocence. 

It Is fortunate for the peace of 
Breathitt county and for the reputa¬ 
tion and the welfare of the State that 
the Appellate Court took heroic ac¬ 
tion to prevent the trial from proceed¬ 
ing. The question of whether Hargis Is 
guilty of hiring ajtsasslns to butcher 
Dr. Cox. grave os It Is, is dwarfed by 
the question of whether It Is possible 
for Hargis to "do as he damn plea***** 
at thl* juncture, end whether It W pos¬ 
sible for the prosecution to secure * 
fair trial of their case before an honlht 
and Impartial Jury. 

It Is due to the law-abiding ele¬ 
ment In Breathitt that Hargis' trial 
shell bJ held In such a manner that 
there can be no question of the defend¬ 
ant being treated like any other man 
charged with crime. 

If Breathitt county's population were 
composed only of outlaws friendly to 
the Hargis clan and outlaw* at war 
with that clan, and If the county were 
not a part of a civilised State, the 
policy of "letting them fight It put" 
might be worthy of consideration, but 
the taxpayer* In Breathitt who desire 
ponce and development of the natural 
resources of that section. and the peo¬ 
ple of the State. have a right to demand 
that there shall be no Juggling in this 
matter and that the State's attorneys 
shall be given an opportunity to con¬ 
vict if the evidence in their possession 
Is such as to warrant conviction. 


Legislative Blackmail. 

The New York Senate has adopted & 
resolution empowering the clerk to ex¬ 
clude from the Senate rhomb* r any 
reporter whose newspaper, editorially 
or otherwise, may offend a member of 
the body. 

The resolution Is a specie* of 
legislative blackmail. Its purpose Is 
to terrify the newspapers of the State 


Into a passive attitude toward the of¬ 
ficial actions of the State Senator*. If 
not Into acquiescence. If any l!l-con- 
ceived or dangerous measure Is pro¬ 
posed and a newspaper exposes its 
weakness or its evil, the newspaper 
may be regarded ms offensive, sod un¬ 
der the resolution Its representative 
may be forbidden admittance to the 
chamber. This Is the way It la ex¬ 
pected to work. 

The resolution smacks of Gov. Pen- 
nepocker. of Pennsylvania. In Its pur¬ 
pose to suppress adverse criticism of 
tho people's servant* It is vicious. In 
Ita aim to muxxlc tho press It la con¬ 
trary to the American spirit of free¬ 
dom and a free press. Let us ace 
whether the people and the newspapers 
of New York shall submit to the ty¬ 
ranny . 


The Future of Persia. 

Following closely upon the official an¬ 
nouncement of the death of the Shah 
Muzaffor-ad-dln, of Persia, comes this 
dispatch from London: 

"It can be stated definitely that Russia 
and Great Britain have hud extended ex¬ 
change* of view* relative to tho situation 
and have discussed an nccord under which 
during the crucial period following a 
chango of ruler* neither tower will seek 
to advance Its Interests, politically or ter¬ 
ritorially. This cam© up a* an incident In 
tho negotiations for a new Anglo-Russlan 
understanding relative to the sphere of In¬ 
fluence of the two countrte* In Persia. 
Officials here say that In view of the ac¬ 
cord no fear la entertained that any other 
power will step In." 

This Is somewhat vague. In that It 
says that Russia and Great Britain 
bttvo "discussed" an accord, yet later 
contains the expression, "In view of 
the accord." os though an agreement 
had been reached definitely by the two 
Powers. If an accord has resulted 
from the negotiations the nows is Im¬ 
portant, but the more Interesting and 
no less important feature of the situa¬ 
tion Is embraced tn the vtatemerit that 
the alleged agreement between Russia 
and Great Britain not to seek to ad¬ 
vance their respective Interest* In Per¬ 
sia, politically or territorially, relate* 
only to "the crucial period following a 
chango of rulers." 

T2)o rivalry between Great Britain 
and Russta for advantages In Perata. 
to an old story to all persons who have 
watched the course of international pol¬ 
itics. Russia flirted with Persia In the 
hope of gaining access, through Persian 
territory, to the sea. Great Britain, in 
control of India, and Jealous of her po¬ 
sition In Asia, persistently checkmated 
Russia's moves. Recently It has been 
understood that the two rivals were 
about to concludo a pact whereby the 
old feud over Interests In Persia was 
to be amicably adjusted; on allusion to 
this movement Is made In the dispatch 
from London quoted above; so far, ap¬ 
parently, nothing tangible has come 
from the negotiations except the sup¬ 
posed truce that shall bold "during the 
crucial period" following a change of 
rulers. 

With a new form of Government, 
which Includes a Parliament, and a new 
Shah. Persia enter* upon a new path, 
but It 1* rot clear that as a naif Ion she 
will rise soon to any great extent. The 
land Is honey-combed with corruption, 
and before much advancement can be 
gained there must be an Improvement 
In that direction. Besides this the new 
Shah mum be a man of force, ability 
and enlightenment, and the Parliament 
a body of dear-beaded, light-hearted 
constructive legislators, while Russia 
and Great Britain must withdraw ail 
pressure that serves to Impair the In¬ 
dividuality and Integrity of the nation 
before Persia can take a high place 
in the world-family. Just now he were 
a reckless prophet who would dare to 
predict a. definite outcome. Pe-rs 
fairs are In a formless state. 

•turo la as uncertain a* tho p 
ambiguous. In a littlo while the pres¬ 
ent Shah will show' the kind of "stuff* 
ho Is made of, the Parliament will give 
Its measure, and the programme of the 
Powers will manifest Itself; then the 
fats of Persia may be ixyro safely in¬ 
terpreted.

The 
Instinct that prompts man to enter 
upon overhassrdous speculation In the 
hope of quick profits is as old, and as 
virile, a* the instinct of seif preserva¬ 
tion, ■with which It wars, and when ono 
avenue to the slirlne of the fickle god¬ 
dess Ohnnoe Is closed, the gambler finds 
another no less surely than love, that 
"laughs at locksmiths," find* a way, 
and no less surely than a consuming 
thirst finds a convenient blind tiger tn 
a prohibition town. The FoolkIWer will 
hang about the gaming table until tho 
end of time, and there will be a plenty 
for him to kill And until the end of 
tlms there wtH be games for tho fool** 
Impoverishment. despite the most rigid 
legislation that puritans may enact to 
safeguard prodigals and punish knars*.

Foust has offered a bill .to make It a 
felony for the owner of a race track to 
permit betting upon a horse race. WMIo 
Mr. Foust Is striving mightily to win 
friend* for his proposed law, there 
conies, beoween nows dispatches telling 
of fortunes dissipated tn bucket shops, 
an account of how* nabob* In the Orient 
stoke Jewels, gold and elephant* upon 
fights between trained crickets, and Of 
how a Jumping beetle's Irregular loco¬ 
motion affords an opportunity for 
heavy betting in Arizona and Mexico 
that fin* crested a turmoil In high life 
and set die ministers to preaching ser¬ 
mons against the temptations of the 
skipping bug. 

With legislation that looks to the 
punishment of the professional gam¬ 
bler. and the discouragement of the 
"piker," no one can honestly quarrel, 
but so long a* betting on a fighting 
cricket, a Jumping bug or a crooked 
stock market, to say nothtng of dice 
and cards or coins pitched at cracks 
tn the floor, afford an opportunity' for 
gaming, the foolish who gamble for that 
love of sport will be the prey of the 
gantry of serpent-like wisdom who 
mainta in games of chance for the love 
of money.

Fully 50,000 
of our people go to Paris every year 
The keepers of the great shops and ro- 
rorts of the French metropolis would 
think dull times had struck them If 
tho easy money of tho Yankeo spend¬ 
ers should stop falling on their coun¬ 
ters. Uncle Sam's tourists are so gen¬ 
erous In their expenditures that In 
moat porta of the world the natives 
ask them Just as much again os they 
do traveler* from other countries. Bead 
sellers and curio venders In the West 
Indies know that a Tnnkee will readily 
pay a dollar for an article that a Brit¬ 
isher will hesitate to purchase for o 
shilling. 

And Americana squander untold mil¬ 
lions on travel In their own country. 
Los Angelos has over 60,000 rooms for 
rent, and they fill up every season. It 
Is estimated that tho tourists spend 
$26,000,000 In Southern California every 
winter. The number of people who vis¬ 
it Niagara Fails during an ordinary 
year Is between 700,000 and 800,000. and 
during years when many excursions 
aro run from distances the number of 
visitor* to the scene of this great 
natural wonder run* over a million. 
The amount of money spent here by the 
tourists Is Incalculable. They spend all 
the way from two to two thousand dol¬ 
lar* apiece. The last estimate may 
seem high, but when people come with 
a retinue of servants and take whole 
suites, or several suites of rooms In 
the big hotels, and make large pur- 
cliases of bric-a-brac, fur* and curios 
at the baxars, a thousand dollars 
doesn't last long.

The Yellowstone National Park, with 
Its natural wonders and beauties of 
nature, attracts upwards of 20.00<^ 
visitors a yeor. the majority of whom 
oome from east of the Altegbanis*. 
Rati road fare to and from the park 
to such slght-seeers means almost ** 
much expenoe ss s trip to Europe. The 
Yosemlte Valley. Inaccessible ss It 1*. 
Is visited by 6,000 sight-se r* yearly, 
nearly all of whom come from gre*t 
distances. 

The volume of travel to Colorado 
has Increased so rapidly during the 
last few’ yenrn, that although car¬ 
penters have been busy through th< 
entireiwlntcr building new hotels, each 
summer the capacity of the State D 
taxed to Its utmost.

THE PHILIPPINE TARIFF. 


TTo tho Editor of the Courier-JoumaLl 

Louisville, Jon. IS.—Your Washington 
dispatches Include the statement that the 
Philippine tariff bill is expected to fall of 
pasting thi* session of Congress. Let us 
rl?o and shout htrlielujnh! Everywhere 
ono happens to be this Is one of the stock 
notices appearing In the dally press and 
the weekly magaxtnes. Protest, and by 
Irrefutable argument put before Congress 
end publishers the ruin we think would 
follow the enactment of this bill Into law, 
and we ore met with the statement our 
fears are- groundless and that It Is only 
our selfishness that causes us this fear. 

Now 1 only ask you to call on any num¬ 
ber of your town’s manufacturers and got 
from them the actual cost of material 
and labor. Then compare the same with 
Philippine competition. To show you how 
important this l* I will state there Is a 
difference of about four-fifths against us. 
Gladly would the cigar manufacturer 
welcome t'nough raw material from 
somewhere to assist him to cheapen the 
cost on his cigar even temporarily until 
our own fanners can catch up with pro¬ 
ducing to tho demand—which one more 
year like the last ono will fully do. It Is 
now lmp<Mu»tble to make a commercial 
flve-cent cigar of domestic material and 
*eayo a profit to the manufacturer, aud 
all are afraid to raise their price*, fear¬ 
ing loss of trade, being coerced into drift¬ 
ing along until natural conditions come 
to their relief. Domestic leaf having 
risen in price from 50 to 100 per cent. In 
eighteen months, lo save themselves 
thouaads of hogshead* of Kentucky and 
other Southern tobacco# have been 
shipped North to meet t..ls contingency. 

Storms an&l revolution (mainly the 
former) In 0*uha have done likewise to 
the 10-eent and two-for-twenty-flve-cents 
cigars, only manufacturers who were 
forehanded and fortunate enough to lay 
In a stock can continue In business. Be¬ 
side* the extra cost (1W0 per cent.) of ma¬ 
terial. to carry this stock will amount to 
$2 to $3 per thousand. I submit when you 
find men game enough to do three things 
It Is wrong to accuse them of only self¬ 
ishness. It Is bread and meat we are 
fighting for, and nny extra competition 
would to-day wipe us off the business 
map. It does nut take things long to 
change »*lthvr. Owing to certain defect* 
Of crops thoy suddenly foil below coet of 
production—to cite take the \M crop of 
Ohio, im crop of Wisconsin, 1 !»0S crop 
of Connecticut. Little as this last crop 
16. as handlers paid farmers for ft, they 
still lose money and that In a time when 
tobacco commands Higher price# than ever 
In my twenty-five year*' experience. The 
1305 crop of Cuban was as fine as I havs 
ever known grown there, and yet had not 
the storms prevailed to destroy a large 
part of the 1506 crop handlers would have 
lost money, and the 1U06 cron would not 
have paid the farmer for his labor—same 
aa the lt»01 crop, one of the finest ever 
raised, only failure of the 1902 encourag¬ 
ing the fanner to try It again. Send your 
reporter to Batnbrldge, Ga.. and see what 
pluck and enterprise will do. Talking 
about bulldog tenacity—there you'll see 
It.

HEW ALBANY SWAINS APPEAL 
• TO POLICE FOR PROTECTION. 


BESIEGED WITH SWEETHEARTS 


Police protection was asked of Serjft. 
J. J. Kendall, of Jeffersonville, on Sun¬ 
day night by tvro New Albany youths 
who visited the first-named city to call 
on two young women, who live on 
Chestnut street, and were threatened 
wih a whipping by Jealous lads who 
considered the visitors were encroach¬ 
ing. Early in the evening the trouble 
wo* revealed to Sergt. Kendall, who 
later in the night instructed Officer 
Ciu* Hutt to station himself at Spring 
an«l Chestnut streets. Tho officer re¬ 
ported that he was there, and a fow 
minutes’ later tho New Albany lads 
called up Sergt. Kendall and said they 
wanted to go home, but could not leave 
' tho house they wore visiting because 
their enemies had taken charge of the 
comer they had to pass. 

The boys were told to come on out 
and they would be protected, and more 
explicit instructions were telephoned 
Officer HutL who took his stand where 
he could catch tho movements of the 
Jeffersonville youths. Undisturbed tho 
Now Albany boys reached the police 
station and thanked Sergt. Kendall for 
tho protection ho had given them. One 
of the young men then went to the 
telephono, coiled up the young lady he 
had been visiting and with a display 
of relief Informed her that he had es¬ 
caped bodily harm at tho hands of the 
young mob. 

The boy question in Jeffersonville is 
becoming such a serious one that some 
are in favor of appealing to Gov. Han- 
iy to order out the militia, as It Is 
feared the urchins will soon have tho 
town. Yesterday morning Willie Dono¬ 
van. who said he was eighteen years 
old. and John Seebuck. who is also 
known as John McDaniel, sixteen years 
old. were In the City Court on the 
charge of intoxication. Donovan made 
a fiat denial of the charge, al¬ 
though Sergt. Kendall had seen 
him. and said he was sick, but 
S»*ebuck admitted his condition oml 
wild hr went with Donovan to a sa¬ 
loon, where they purchased two glasses 
Of beer and a pint of whisky, afterward 
drinking nearly all of the latter. For 
the purpose of gaining tlm»* to find who 
sold the liquor, the case went over un¬ 
til this morning. 

Just os court was about to convene 
T,ouis Reschar. who is the Janitor at the 
Rose Hill schoolhouse. visited Capt. 
Ulegg to complain that the building 
had been broken into Sunday by boys, 
who destroyed some of th* furniture, 
committed other offenses and partial¬ 
ly put the fire escape out of service. It 
fi.id Just been repaired nt a considera¬ 
ble expense after a similar visit on a 
previous Sunday.

Electric headlights and self-dumping 
ash pans will also be demanded by the 
firemen and engineers. It is maintain¬ 
ed the old oil headlights generally In 
use ore practically useless in this age 
of improved railway equipment and 
that by the aid of electric headlights 
many collisions could be averted. The 
ash pans now In use are classed as 
death-traps and many firemen have 
been killed and mere crippled for life 
by locomotives being moved while they 
were under the engines. A number of 
other measures on these lines will be 
presented. It is no* the intension of 
the representatives of railway organ¬ 
izations to ask for laws that will an¬ 
tagonize the roads, but to the contrary 
the men want measures that will as¬ 
sist In protecting tho railways against 
damage suits and at the same time 
make the* calling loss dangerous to 
those who follow It.

Tho letter 
was addressed to E. H. Bowen, presi¬ 
dent of the board, and outlined plans 
that may be carried out soon. The let¬ 
ter states that an appropriation will 
probably be made at once for the con¬ 
struction of a movable dam above the 
falls that will create a nine-foot stage 
of water between Ixmlavllle and Madi¬ 
son. Ind.. and a six-foot pool to tho 
mouth of the Kentucky* river. Capt. 
Harry Burgess, engineer In charge of 
river Improvements for gio Louisville 
district, and the Ohio River Improve¬ 
ment Board have recommended such 
an appropriation. 

Congressman Sherley says that many 
projects for the Improvement of the 
Ohio river will be deferred Until the 
next bill Is drawn. Among these pro¬ 
jects win be one of widening the canal 
at this point. Congressman Sherley 
suya that ho hopes to see an appro¬ 
priation in the present bill for tho com¬ 
pletion of more locks on the Kentucky 
river. After saying that publication of 
much as to the progress of the move¬ 
ment releases him from the need of 
keeping mum.

Engineers' Recommendations. 

‘The last River and Harbor Bill made 
provision for a complete survey of the 
lower Ohio, and that a report should be 
made os to the cost of locking and dam¬ 
ming the entire river both for a six-foot 
and a nine-foot depth This report has 
recently been made by the United States 
army engineers, and Is now hying re¬ 
viewed by a special board in Washington. 
It has not yet been mode public, but its 
recommendations as to Louisville were 
for the building of a dam that would 
create a nine foot pool as far as Madison, 
Ind . and for the subsequent enlargement 
of the canal, and the two expenditures 
approximating 61.700.000. This report, as 
stated, has not yet been acted upon by 
the Reviewing Board at Washington, and 
it la not. therefor*, ready for the con¬ 
sideration of the Committee on Rivers 
and Harbors, which Is now preparing the 
bill to be considered at this session and 
which will probably be reported to the 
Houae within ten days. 

I had. however, continuously urged upon 
the members of the committee the Im¬ 
portance of erecting the dam at Louis¬ 
ville and building It so as to give not only 
a nine-fool pool as far as Madison, but 
also a six-foot pool to the lower dam In 
the Kentucky river; and the committee 
has obtained and had before It tho rec¬ 
ommendation of the District Officer at 
Louisville. Capt. Burgees. and of the 
board making tho general report upon tho 
survey, etc,, of the Ohio, and has agreed 
to report a provision appropriating tho 
sum of 627LPO0 for the construction of a 
movable dam that will. In aroordnneo with 
thee* recommendations, create a nine-foot 
pool to Madison and a six-foot dam to the 
Kentucky river 

They also will report a provision appro¬ 
priating 648.000 for the completion of the 
work at the hoad of tho canal, making u 
total of 6314.000 The work authorised and 
provided for by these appropriations, 
should the liver conditions permit the 
work to be done, can be completed within 
one season, nnd when completed will open 
the Kentucky river so far as tt Is locked 
and dammed, to Louisville throughout th? 
entire war. and wilt, as stated. glv«> a 
nine-foot stage as far as Madison. Insur¬ 
ing a splendid harbor at Louisville Th.» 
proposed enlargement of the canal will 
not at this time bo curried In this Ibll, a* 
the details of It have not been passed on 
i as stated by the reviewing board, and 
cannot therefor© be properly considered 
by the House Committee.

Louisville Well Treated. - 

Some two years ago anticipating the 
need for the enlargement of tho unnl I 
had a report made by the district officer 
touching same, and while the report has 
been modified in some essential particu¬

Jan. 14.—Judge 
F-llas A. Oolgrove Is dead at the home 
of hh granddnughter, Mrs. Lula Steap, 
at Lake Kerr, Fla. lie wag ninety years 
and eleht months old. Judge Colgro%*e 
wns appointed by Governor Morton to 
All the unexplred term of Judge Elliott, 
of this circuit, as a member of th© Su¬ 
preme Court of Indiana. That eime 
year he was elected president of the 
Cincinnati. Fort Ways* and Grand 
Rapids Railway, nnd on December 18. 
1884 he wns named ns president of^ho 
commission for the trial of Dorsey. Mil¬ 
ligan and Bowles, accused of treason. 

Th© triol lasted 100 days and de¬ 
fendants wore found guilty nnd sen¬ 
tenced to dmlh. The sentence wns nf- 
tcrwnrd commuted to imprisonment f‘*r 
life, nnd the men were tlnullv set free 
by the Supreme Court of the Cnlted 
States, on the ground that a military 
tribunal had no Jurisdiction over the 
offense. In 1885 Mr. Colgrove was 
elected Judge of the Circuit Court, com* 
posed of Randolph, Wayne.

at Brighton.

Trainers should understand that It Is 
necessary under the present rule to make 
a report on ©very hors© they expect to 
start.

NEWS OF BUSINESS WORLD. 


New York. Jan. 14.—Violation of the 
Sherman Act, preventing combinations 
in restraint of trade Is charged In a 
suit against several steamship com¬ 
panies and their N**w York agents 
brought In the Unfrted States Circuit 
Court to-day by Thomas A Company 
of this city, exporters. The plaintiff 
seeks redrew in the aiffount of 946.680, 
three times tho amount of damages al¬ 
leged. The case was heard before 
Judge Hough. 

The defendants, which are companies 
operating steamers to South Africa, 
or agents of thoae lines are: Union 
Castle Mull Steamship Company. Cay- 
ser. Irving & Company; Donald Currie 
& Company; the Bucknall Steamship 
Lines, Ha mat Bteamahtp Navigation 
Company of Bremen and Barber A 
Company, Norton A Son and Funch, 
Eyde A Company. 

The complaint alleges that prior to 
1898, all of the defendants, excepting 
the Hanaa Company, entered Into u 
combination rupprc&alng competition, 
and securing n monopoly in steamship 
rates to South Africa; that dlscrimlna, 
dons were made to certain favored 
shippers, know n as "loyal shippers ” 
A circular was sent to the exporting 
trade. It Is charged, stating that the de. 
fendants were to form a combination 
known as the "South Africa Steamship 
Lines,” that shippers who did not pa¬ 
tronize the combined lines exclusively 
would be compelled to pay higher rates, 
and that rebates in the form of com¬ 
missions would be paid to all *’loyal 
shippers.” 

The circular alao demanded, it is 
claimed, a senTl-annual statement of 
proof of such "loyalty.” In 1901. It Is 
asserted, the Hansa Line came Into tho 
agreement. The plaintiff and other ex¬ 
porters were forced by such conditions 
to pay excessive rate*, amounting to 
$L 600,000. Rebates or commissions 
were paid semi-annually. It wax-alleged. 

Herbert Barber, of Barber A Com¬ 
pany, and Capt. A. W. Waite, Super¬ 
intendent of the Union Cootie Line, 
were put on the witness stand to-day In 
an effort to prove the existence of the 
circulars alleged to have been Issued 
by the defendants.

plumber* In the city the average coat 
of pressure regulators. Including their 
Installation, 1* about $20., From the 
Louisville Water Company It was 
•earned that there are 29,732 eervloe 
connection* in the city. Since tho Is¬ 
suance of circulars on the part of the 
waetr company warning property hold¬ 
er* of tho danger of water pipe* burst¬ 
ing when tho extra pressure Is turned 
on at tlie completion of the new filter, 
plumber* throughout the city have 
been boeteged by client* asking their 
advice. In many inatuneos the 
plumber* have advised ihelr patron* to 
awnlt devel ope m ants, they being of the 
opinion that water pipe* laid within the 
laM ten yeans are strong enough to 
withstand tho extra pressure, 

•The oosg. of tho pressure regulator 
and Its Installation depends largely on 
the sixe of the water pipe and where 
the property owner wishes the regu¬ 
lator attached,'* said one of tho lead¬ 
ing Louisville plumbers yesterday. “If 
a man wants a regulator attached to 
the water pipe Just Inside hls property 
line. It will necessitate an excavation 
which will have to bo walled In and 
topped, so that In case the regulator 
gets out of order It can be reached 
without much trouble.

On the other hand, 
If a person wishes only to guard 
against tho flooding of hls house, he 
may have tho regulator attached to the 
wa/tcr pipe Just Inside the collar wall. 
This doe* away with all excavating, 
and reduce* the price of Installation 
materially. In such caeca, the cost 

ought not exceed $15.**

number of water pressure regulator* 
of different make have been put on the 
market. They range In price from $7 
to $12 each, not Including the cost of 
Installation.

“The present pressure Is about forty- 
five pounds.” said a plumber, “and 
when the new filter Is put In operation 
the pressure will be Increased to about 
ninety pounds. They have a ninety- 
pound pressure In New Albany, and the 
people over there have no trouble with 
bursting pipes. We think the class of 
plumbing done In Louisville la aa good 
as that done In New Albany, and for 
that reason I have advised my clients 
to await development*. Of course If a 
property owner's service connections 
have been underground a long time, 
and he ho* doubts a* to whether the 
pipes will stand the strain he had bet¬ 
ter protect himself. I am willing to 
gamble, however, on the pipes laid by 
my firm within the last ten year*. If 
a man Is not sure about the faucet* in 
hls house he had better have them ex¬ 
amined. as without a pressure regula¬ 
tor the AddKional pressure might cause 
them to blow* out. 

“I am not advising any of my client* 
to Install pressure regulators.’’ said an¬ 
other plumber yesterday afternoon, “for 
the reason that should he follow my 
advice and hls neighbor did not and 
escaped trouble my customer might 
think I had ‘stuck’ him. Seriously, how. 
ever. I don’t think there Is danger of 
pipes bursting by raison of extra pres¬ 
sure unless the pipes are defective. The 
added pressure will be put on gradually 
and several day* likely win have been 
consumed before tho maximum pnea-
